Report  of  the  Fall  Chapter  Meeting 

The  Fall  meeting  of  the  New  England  Chapter  took  place  on  Friday,  October  16,  1992  at  the  College  of  the  Holy  Cross. 
Fr.  John  Brooks,  president  of  Holy  Cross,  gave  the  opening  remarks.  The  first  paper,  entitled  The  Jesuitana  Collection  at 
the  College  of  the  Holy  Cross,  was  presented  by  Dr.  James  Hogan,  Director  of  the  Libraries.  As  an  institution  founded  by 
Jesuit  educators,  Holy  Cross  has  historically  had  an  interest  in  collecting  works  associated  with  the  Order.  The  Jesuits  have 
been  involved  scholastically  since  their  inception  by  Loyola.  Jesuits  have  written  on  a  broad  range  of  subjects,  including  both 
humanistic  studies  and  science.  In  the  early  part  of  the  century  the  library  acquired  Jesuitana  which  emphasized  the  classic 
bent  of  the  curriculum  taught  at  the  time.  This  forms  the  basis  of  the  rare  book  collection  at  Holy  Cross,  providing  a 
generational  connection  to  be  passed  on  to  the  students  attending  the  institution.  Lisa  Redpath,  Music  Librarian  at  Holy 
Cross,  presented  the  second  paper,  entitled  Jesuits  in  Music:  a  Brief  Historical  Survey.  Lisa  enriched  the  text  of  her  remarks 
with  musical  examples  performed  by  the  Holy  Cross  Madrigal  Singers.  Although  the  original  charter  of  the  Jesuits  forbade 
the  use  of  musical  instruments  or  choirs  during  services,  music  was  never  totally  absent  from  the  life  of  the  order.  Pope  Paul 
IV  ordered  the  Jesuits  to  create  a  choir,  and  by  the  mid-sixteenth  century,  music  began  to  flourish  in  performances  of 
established  works  as  well  as  new  works  composed  by  members.  Music  was  used  to  enhance  religious  education;  consequently 
there  were  frequent  performances  of  liturgical  dramas.  Over  the  centuries  music  continued  to  play  a  significant  role.  The 
College  of  the  Holy  Cross  has  not  been  exempt  from  the  rich  musical  tradition.  Music  associated  with  the  college  has  been 
both  sacred  and  secular.  Often  the  musical  life  included  novelty  songs  for  entertainment,  such  as  Student's  Polka,  written 
by  S.R.  Leland  in  1856  and  performed  for  the  chapter  by  Chris  Henshaw  of  the  Music  Department  faculty. 

During  lunch,  special  recognition  was  given  to  two  retiring  librarians,  Betty  Burnett  (New  England  Conservatory) 
and  Sally  Evans  (Amherst  College).  There  was  a  musical  interlude  as  Ross  Wood  (Wellesley  College)  demonstrated  the 
Taylor  and  Boody  Tracker  Organ  in  the  Holy  Cross  Chapel.  Chapter  committees  and  small  discussion  groups  met  during 
the  lunch  and  pre-afternoon  sessions  times.    [Reports  are  on  p.  3] 

The  meeting  continued  with  the  choice  of  two  sessions.  Ken  Crilly  (Yale  University)  and  Charlotte  Kolczynski 
(Boston  Public  Library)  discussed  An  Update  on  Reference  Tools  and  Resources  for  Catalogers.  Ken  began  with  ten  delightfully 
humorous  tips,  which  are  as  follows:  1.  Talk  to  the  user  and  find  out  what  her/his  need  is;  2.  Always  go  to  New  Grove;  3. 
Use  bibliographic  utilities;  4.  If  you  don't  know  the  answer,  get  on  your  feet  and  start  walking-with  knowledge  of  the 
sources,  skill,  and  luck  you'll  find  the  answer,  5.  Some  questions  can't  be  answered  in  ten  minutes,  and  it  is  frequently  easier 
to  find  an  answer  without  the  user  there;  6.  A  good  referral  may  be  better  than  a  bad  answer,  7.  Pay  attention  to  what's 
current:  concerts,  TV  commercials  containing  opera  arias,  eta,  in  anticipation  of  questions;  8.  Keep  your  sense  of  humor, 
9.  Don't  give  the  user  too  much  information;  10.  Recognize  that  some  questions  just  can't  be  answered.  Charlotte  elaborated 
on  bibliographic  sources  useful  in  answering  reference  questions,  particularly  those  about  popular  music. 

Ken  Pristash  (New  England  Conservatory)  and  Candice  Feldt  (Tufts  University)  presented  a  session  entitled  An 
Overview  of  Cataloging  and  the  MARC  Format  for  Public  Services  Librarians.  In  their  presentation,  Ken  and  Candy  examined 
examples  of  MARC  records  representing  musical  compositions.  The  various  fields  of  a  MARC  record  were  explained  for 
both  music  scores  and  sound  recordings.  Explanations  were  provided  for  the  interpretation  of  potentially  confusing 
information  contained  in  certain  MARC  fields.  It  was  noted  that  public  service  staff  must  be  aware  of  this  information  in 
order  to  provide  proper  reference  work.  Specific  questions  concerning  the  MARC  format  in  relation  to  public  service  work 
were  discussed  as  welL 

The  afternoon  was  rounded  out  with  a  concert  of  cabaret  songs  performed  by  Maria  Tegzes,  soprano,  and  Geoff 
Burleson,  piano,  of  the  music  faculty,  and  a  reception  in  the  music  library  at  the  conclusion  of  the  concert.

REPORTS  OF  COMMITTEE  MEETINGS 
AND  SMALL  GROUP  DISCUSSIONS 

The  Cataloging  Discussion  Group,  led  by  Sharon  Saunders, 
had  eleven  people  attending.  One  of  the  ideas  to  come  out 
of  the  discussion  was  a  bibliography  of  books,  guides,  and 
LC  manuals  considered  to  be  essential  for  cataloging  music. 
Sharon  compiled  a  list  of  such  sources. 

Bibliographic  Instruction  Discussion  Group 

One  of  the  lunchtime  discussion  groups  at  the  Holy  Cross 
Fall  meeting  included  a  table  of  ten  librarians  interested  in 
sharing  experiences  with  bibliographic  instruction.  Although 
backgrounds  and  situations  varied  widely,  all  in  attendance 
seemed  eager  to  learn  from  each  other  and  to  consider  ways 
to  improve  current  practices  at  their  own  institutions.  The 
group  expressed  a  serious  interest  in  having  NEMLA 
program  a  full  session  in  bibliographic  instruction  at  a 
future  meeting.  Any  NEMLA  members  interested  in  future 
discussion  groups  on  this  subject  or  with  any  ideas  relating 
to  a  program  on  this  topic  should  contact  Dorothy  Bognar 
at  the  University  of  Connecticut.

****  OLAC  CONFERENCE  REVIEW  **** 

The  1992  biennial  national  conference  of  the  Online 
Audiovisual  Catalogers  (OLAC)  was  held  October  1-3, 1992, 
in  Rockville,  MD.  There  were  230  attendees  from  32  states, 
the  District  of  Columbia,  and  Canada.  NEMLA  Chapter 
members  Ann  Caldwell,  Michelle  Koth,  and  Sharon 
Saunders  attended  and  have  summarized  several  of  the 
sessions  that  have  applicability  to  music  librarianship. 

The  theme  of  the  conference  was  Quantity  vs.  Quality:  Are 
They  Compatible?  The  first  general  session  featured  two 
speakers:  Janet  Swan  Hill,  Head  of  Technical  Services, 
University  of  Colorado,  Boulder,  and  Carol  Mandel, 
Assistant  Director  for  Technical  Services,  Columbia 
University  Libraries. 

In  speaking  about  quality  in  cataloging,  Hill  pointed  out 
that  perfection  is  not  possible  for  the  following  three 
reasons:  1.  No  matter  how  often  a  cataloging  record  is 
proofread,  someone  will  find  another  error;  2.  The 
seriousness  and  obviousness  of  the  error  is  directly 
proportional  to  the  importance  of  the  cataloger  and  to  the 
"embarrassment  quotient"  of  the  circumstance  in  which  it  is 


found;  and  3.  Perfection  is  not  necessary.  Generally,  quality 
is  determined  by  staffing,  equipment,  workflow,  and  systems, 
but  quality  should  not  be  the  victim  of  these  circumstances. 
It  is  difficult  to  determine  exactly  what  makes  a  "quality" 
cataloging  record  since  quality  is  relative.  The  cataloger 
must  know  when  and  where  detail  matters  in  a  cataloging 
record  and  when  and  where  it  does  not  matter. 

Hill  posed  and  answered  the  question,  "What  is  quality,"  in 
several  ways.  1.  Quality  is  not  trivial.  Commas  and  spaces 
can  affect  subfield  codes,  and  incorrect  subfields  can  lose 
things.  2.  Quality  does  not  serve  one  master.  The  cataloger 
must  consider  all  the  users  and  uses  of  the  catalog  when 
creating  it.  3.  Quality  is  a  factor  of  usefulness.  The  use 
the  item  receives,  who  uses  it,  and  how  often  will  determine 
the  level  of  quality  required  for  the  cataloging  record. 

She  then  moved  on  to  the  topic  of  quantity,  stating  that  the 
object  of  cataloging  is  not  a  clean  desk,  is  not  elimination 
of  the  backlog,  and  is  not  high  statistics.  The  object  is  to 
provide  access. 

She  compared  decision-making  on  quality  and  quantity  to 
buying  a  car:  there  are  both  standard  and  optional  features 
which  must  be  decided  for  each  institution.  She  ended  with 
the  following  guidelines  for  the  quality/quantity  issue:  make 
informed  decisions,  don't  use  other  people's  decisions,  don't 
be  afraid  to  try  something  new,  don't  change  something  for 
the  sake  of  change,  and  do  make  use  of  "cataloger's 
judgment"  since  these  are  the  people  who  know  best  the 
implications  of  their  decisions. 

Carol  Mandel's  talk  was  entitled  Cataloging  in  the  1990s:  a 
Reexamination  of  Values.  She  believes  that  audio-visual 
catalogers  are  more  creative,  innovative,  and  more  able  to 
find  new  solutions  than  book  catalogers  since  they  are  more 
decentralized  and  not  as  dependent  on  the  Library  of 
Congress.  She  contends  that  the  issue  should  not  be  quality 
versus  quantity,  but  values  versus  judgment. 

There  are  many  pressures  on  catalog  departments: 
competition  for  money,  fewer  dollars  for  cataloging, 
decreasing  tolerance  for  the  cost  of  cataloging,  decreasing 
acceptance  of  backlogs,  rising  expectations  for  scope  and 
nature  of  access,  and  the  promise  of  technology.  Likewise 
there  are  higher  expectations  for  cataloging  departments: 
increased  productivity,  the  ability  to  deal  with  new  formats, 
the  increasing  number  of  new  electronic  resources,  and 
increasing  linkages  for  access  including  bibliographic  links, 
inventory  links,  and  links  to  article  citations. 

She  outlined  four  areas  that  catalogers  should  focus  on  in 
their  attempts  to  provide  access.  1.  The  bibliographic 
description  of  an  item  should  include  basic  identification 
only.  2.  The  purpose  of  authority  control  is  to  use  the 
same  heading  consistently,  not  to  create  the  "perfect" 
heading.    3.  In  subject  analysis,  there  is  no  single  correct 


term,  so  catalogers  should  not  agonize  over  every  heading. 
4.  Accept  more  shared  cataloging. 

She  then  described  Clio,  Columbia's  "E3"  catalog:  enhanced, 
expanded,  extended.  It  is  a  growing  trend  for  local  online 
catalogs  to  include  not  only  locally-held  items,  but  also 
databases  and  periodical  indexes.  She  questioned  how  all 
the  multiple  databases  will  affect  authority  control,  since  it 
is  a  fairly  good  bet  that  vendors  have  not  spent  hours  on 
authority  control.  She  stressed  the  need  for  catalogers  to 
become  involved  in  the  creation  of  "E3"  catalogs,  or  they 
will  become  part  of  a  set  of  arcane  practices.

Format  Integration 
Glenn  Patton  of  OCLC  focused  on  format  integration, 
explaining  what  it  is  and  how  it  will  affect  you.  Basically, 
format  integration  is  the  validation  of  all  MARC  tags  for  all 
materials,  regardless  of  format,  resulting  in  one  single 
bibliographic  format  with  all  the  elements  needed  to 
describe  an  item.  Several  positive  outcomes  result.  First, 
this  will  allow  the  bibliographic  description  to  determine 
what  content  designation  is  needed  rather  than  having  the 
format  determine  the  appropriate  tagging.  Second,  new 
formats  will  be  easier  to  handle  in  that  entirely  new  formats 
will  not  be  needed-  perhaps  only  a  few  new  MARC 
elements. 

Third,  "problem  children"  (i.e.  mixed  material  such  as 
serially-issued  sound  recordings)  will  be  easier  to  describe. 
Currently  a  primary  format  must  be  chosen,  determining  the 
fixed  field  and  variable  field  tags  and  making  it  impossible 
to  code  or  describe  the  characteristics  of  the  item's  other 
format.  With  the  implementation  of  format  integration,  a 
primary  format  selection  will  still  need  to  be  made,  a 
decision  which  will  be  obvious  from  the  item.  Those 
elements  common  to  all  formats  will  remain  in  the  fixed 
field  (008  field),  where  the  primary  characteristics  will  still 
be  coded.  The  variable  format  elements  will  be  moved  to 
the  newly-defined  006  field,  which  will  be  used  to  code  for 
the  secondary  characters.  This  will  make  it  possible  to 
catalog  a  book  with  an  accompanying  sound  recording  using 
the  books  format  and  to  include  the  characteristics  of  the 
sound  recording  in  an  006  field. 

Other  changes:  The  007  field,  now  restricted  to  particular 
formats,  will  be  used  for  any  item  for  which  it  is 
appropriate.  The  246  and  740  fields  will  also  change. 
Currently,  the  246  field  applies  to  variant  serial  titles.  It 
will  now  be  used  in  any  format  for  variant  titles  that  apply 
to  the  whole  work  as  well  as  variant  forms  of  titles  (those 
containing  numbers,  ampersands,  etc.).  The  740  will  be 
used  solely  for  uncontrolled  or  related  titles.  Also,  the  037 
field  is  being  defined  more  broadly,  to  include  UPC  and 
EAN  codes,  which  will  help  immeasurably  in  retrieving 
music  materials. 


A  final  development  of  importance  to  music  is  the  538  field. 
This  field  will  be  defined  as  System  details  note,  currently 
used  for  visual  material,  and  will  include  such  notes  as 
"Compact  disc."  This  will  allow  local  systems  to  index  the 
538,  making  CDs  easier  to  retrieve. 

The  proposed  date  of  implementation  is  December  1993. 
Most  changes  have  already  occurred  with  the  MARC 
updates. 

Michelle  Koth,  Yale  University 

Videorecordings  Cataloging 
Jay  Weitz  of  OCLC  led  the  session  on  cataloging 
videorecordings.  He  discussed  a  number  of  issues,  including 
the  problems  of  determination  of  main  entry,  statements  of 
responsibility,  series,  dates  of  publication,  and  the  ever- 
controversial  concert  video  and  opera.  By  following 
AACR2  chapter  7,  the  cataloger  should  use  the  same 
guidelines  to  determine  main  entry  in  videos  as  used  in 
other  formats.  The  statement  of  responsibility  should 
include  anyone  who  has  a  degree  of  overall  responsibility, 
regardless  of  where  the  credits  are.  Responsibility  is  often 
diffused  among  writers,  producers,  directors,  composers,  etc., 
making  it  difficult  to  determine  primary  authorship.  A 
major  difference  between  music  videos  and  sound  recordings 
in  determining  responsibility  is  that  the  former  is  more  an 
interpretation  while  the  latter,  without  the  visual  realm,  is 
not  as  much  an  interpretation.  Dates  on  videos  frequently 
vary  from  location  to  location,  from  the  credits  frames,  to 
the  cassette  label,  to  the  container.  Jay  gave  these  dates  for 
the  two  formats:  Betamax  machines  and  videos  were  first 
available  in  May  1975.  VHS  machines  and  videos  were  first 
available  in  September  1975.  Any  earlier  date  is  not  a 
publication  date,  but  may  be  meaningful.  Jay's  suggestion 
is  to  use  the  later  date  in  cases  of  discrepancy,  especially  if 
it  is  taken  from  a  unifying  element  and  to  add  a  note  field 
to  account  for  the  other  dates.  The  difference  between  a 
video  series  and  an  episode  of  a  television  series  (such  as 
Nova)  was  discussed  in  great  detail,  making  the  issue  much 
clearer  to  most  of  the  audience.

Sound  Recordings 

Deta  Davis,  Team  Leader  of  Music  and  Sound  Recordings 
Team,  discussed  cataloging  sound  recordings  at  LC, 
spending  much  of  the  time  talking  about  quality  of 
cataloging.  She  mentioned  that  in  an  attempt  to  increase 
quantity  of  cataloging,  LC  catalogers,  whose  cataloging 
formerly  was  reviewed  twice,  are  no  longer  being  reviewed 
at  all.  Another  effort  to  increase  quantity  was  LC's  copy 
cataloging  program.  Team  members  at  LC  have  expressed 
dissatisfaction  with  the  utility  records  they  have  used.  Deta 
gave  examples  of  some  of  the  more  common  errors  they 
have  found.  She  gave  some  tips  to  help  the  music  cataloger 
with  choices  faced  when  cataloging  sound  recordings.  When 


the  main  entry  is  a  choice  between  orchestra  and  conductor, 
choose  the  one  which  is  most  prominent  on  the  chief  source 
of  information.  Whom  to  include  in  the  statement  of 
responsibility  will  depend  on  the  type  of  music  on  the 
recording.  With  jazz,  pop,  and  rock,  performers  usually  go 
in  the  245  subfield  c  With  classical  music,  however, 
performers  are  given  in  the  511  field,  not  the  statement  of 
responsibility.  Deta  advised  us  to  be  resourceful  but  not 
fanciful  when  trying  to  date  a  recording  with  no  date.  As 
far  as  series  go,  Deta  was  very  firm.  She  said  that  when 
you  see  the  word  "volume"  think  series-rarely  put  the 
volume  and  number  in  the  245  field.  [Note:  the  OCLC 
tagging  book  gives  an  example  of  volume  in  subfield  n  of 
245.]  Instead,  you  should  create  a  collective  set  record  for 
the  series  and  one  record  for  each  recording  in  the  series. 
If  the  series  needs  to  be  qualified  to  resolve  a  conflict,  use 
this  manner  of  qualification: 

800  1    Name,  =|=d  date.  =ft (Label)  ;  =j=v . 

If  you  find  a  number  with  no  series  to  relate  it  to,  give  it  as 
a  quoted  note.  Deta  also  spoke  about  subject  headings 
used  for  music  and  provided  a  useful  handout  for 
geographic  and  chronological  subdivisions  for  folk  and 
popular  music.

Interactive  Media  Definitions  and  Cataloging 

In  the  first  part  of  this  workshop,  Craig  Locatis  (National 
Library  of  Medicine)  led  participants  through  a  fantastic 
"show  and  tell"  of  interactive  media.  Using  an  interactive 
video  that  he  produced,  Interactive  Technology  Sampler,  he 
showed  examples  of  different  types  of  interactive  media. 
During  his  presentation,  he  discussed  topics  such  as  analog 
and  digital  storage,  compression,  CD-ROMs,  CLV  and  CAV 
videodiscs,  and  Level  I,  II,  and  III  videodiscs.  This 
information  is  also  in  his  handout,  An  Interactive  Multimedia 
Technology  Primer,  which  includes  an  index  to  terms  and 
acronyms. 

Alice  Jacobs,  also  from  the  National  Library  of  Medicine, 
then  talked  about  cataloging  interactive  media.  She  used 
the  forthcoming  ALA  publication  Guidelines  for 
Bibliographic  Description  of  Interactive  Multimedia  as  the 
basis  for  her  discussion.  Her  handout,  Interactive 
Multimedia:  Definitions  and  Cataloging  includes  examples  of 
items  cataloged  according  to  these  guidelines.

OLAC  Conference  Closing  Session 
During  the  closing  session,  Sarah  Thomas  continued  the 
examination  of  the  quality  versus  quantity  issue  that  served 
as  the  conference  theme.  As  Director  of  Cataloging  at  the 
Library  of  Congress-where  her  first  priority  is  to  eliminate 
the  library's  arrearages-Thomas's  vantage  point  was  unique. 
The  first  is  that  it  takes  LC  three  years  to  train  a  subject 
cataloger.  Second,  the  copy  cataloger  project  recently 
undertaken  at  the  LC  has  been  suspended. 


During  her  preparation  for  this  presentation,  Ms.  Thomas 
solicited  the  comments  of  her  staff  members  regarding  the 
issue  of  quality  versus  quantity  in  cataloging.  The 
comments  she  received  from  the  music  team  members 
conveyed  their  dissatisfaction  with  the  copy  cataloging 
project.  Specifically,  they  felt  that  the  high  quality  of  the 
music  records  in  the  MUMS  database-until  recently  the 
product  of  the  work  of  a  small  group  of  highly-skilled 
catalogers-was  being  compromised  by  the  addition  of 
bibliographic  records  containing  descriptive  errors.  So  the 
library  has  suspended  this  project  while  administrators 
grapple  with  this  pressing  quality  versus  quantity  issue.

REPORT  ON  THE  MARBI/USMARC 
ADVISORY  GROUP  MEETING 

San  Francisco,  California,  June  27-29,  1992 

The  USMARC  Advisory  Group  meets  at  every  ALA 
convention  to  discuss  changes  and  modifications  to  the 
MARC  formats.  The  Advisory  Group  is  composed  of  the 
members  of  MARBI  and  liaisons  from  other  organizations. 
MARBI  is  a  committee  composed  of  representatives  from 
three  ALA  divisions:  Resources  &  Technical  Services 
Division  (RTSD),  the  Library  &  Information  Technology 
Associations  (LITA),  and  the  Reference  &  Adult  Services 
Division  (RASD)  Committee  on  Representation  in  Machine 
Readable  From  of  Bibliographic  Information.  The  liaisons 
to  the  Advisory  Group  are  from  LC,  the  National  Library 
of  Medicine,  the  National  Agricultural  Library,  the  National 
Library  of  Canada,  RSTD's  Committee  on  Cataloging: 
Description  and  Access  (CC:DA),  the  Music  Library 
Association,  the  Society  of  American  Archivists  (SAA), 
UTLAS,  WLN,  OCLC,  RUN,  A  VIA,  the  American 
Association  of  Law  Librarians,  MAGERT,  On-line  Audio- 
Visual  Catalogers,  and  ARLIS/NA  The  Music  Library 
Association  has  always  maintained  an  active  and  strong 
participation  in  the  work  of  the  Advisory  Group  which  has 
benefited  music  libraries. 

USMARC  Advisory  Group  met  in  three  sessions  during  the 
ALA  convention.  Anne  Highsmith  (Texas  A&M  University) 
chaired  the  sessions  which  covered  several  proposals  and 
discussions  papers.  There  were  three  proposals  presented 
which  music  librarians  may  find  of  particular  interest 

There  has  been  great  interest  in  adding  the  Universal 
Product  Code  (UPC)  to  the  MARC  record.  The  UPC  is 
the  number  that  accompanies  the  barcode  that  retailers  use 
for  inventory  control  and  pricing.  Having  this  number  in 
the  MARC  record  could  have  some  beneficial  results.  It 
could  allow  catalogers  to  simply  wand  in  the  barcode  when 
searching  a  database  for  cataloging  copy  instead  typing  in  a 
search.  For  sound  and  video  recordings,  it  would  be  much 
easier  to  search  for  this  number  than  for  the  manufacturer's 
number,  because  the  UPC  is  constructed  and  assigned 


according  to  industry  standards.  Serials  check-in  is  another 
obvious  application.  As  new  issues  are  received  by  the 
library,  the  UPC  barcode  could  be  wanded  into  the  library's 
automated  system,  automatically  identifying  the  received 
issue.  There  are  other  numbers  similar  to  the  UPC,  which 
is  restricted  to  the  United  States.  The  European  Article 
Number  (EAN)  is  the  European  equivalent  to  the  UPC. 
[Ed.  note:  The  UPC  is  a  ten-digit  number;  the  EAN  has 
twelve  digits.]  Sound  recordings  have  been  the  only  library 
material  to  have  UPCs  represented  in  the  MARC  record  up 
to  this  time. 

Proposal  92-13  asked  to  include  these  numbers  and  the 
International  Article  Number  and  SISAC  numbers  in  field 
037  of  the  MARC  record.  Field  037  is  currently  defined  for 
publisher's  stock  number.  UPCs  for  sound  recordings  are 
currently  recorded  in  field  024  with  a  first  indicator  of  1. 
Field  024  is  defined  for  the  International  Sound  Recording 
Code.  Placing  the  sound  recordings  UPC  with  other  UPCs 
in  field  037  would  insure  greater  consistency. 

Despite  the  benefits  of  this  proposal,  it  was  rejected  because 
there  were  still  some  issues  to  be  worked  out.  Namely, 
separate  subfields  for  machine  readable  version  of  the  UPC 
and  EAN  codes  (i.e.,  the  barcode)  and  the  eye-readable 
version  of  the  codes  (the  numbers  appearing  under  the 
barcode).  In  addition,  a  subfield  will  also  be  defined 
identifying  the  type  of  number  being  represented  (UPC, 
EAN,  SISAC,  etc.). 

Proposal  92-15  is  another  important  improvement  to  the 
MARC  format.  This  proposal  affects  the  contents  note 
field  (505).  Currently,  automated  systems  have  no  way  of 
distinguishing  the  nature  of  the  information  in  contents 
notes.  For  example,  there  is  nothing  to  tell  the  system 
whether  the  data  represents  a  title  or  an  author.  This 
proposal  adds  three  subfields  to  the  format:  t  for  title,  r  for 
statements  of  responsibility,  and  g  for  other  information. 
This  will  allow  systems  to  place  words  in  subfield  t  in  the 
title  index  and  words  in  subfield  r  in  the  name  index  for 
keyword  searching.  An  example  of  the  tagging  for  one  of 
these  fields  might  look  like  this: 

505  00  =ft  String  quartet  no.  4  in  D  minor  op.  56  (1972)  / 
=fr  Arnold  Rosner  (Alorian  Quartet)  =j=g  (19:24)  -  =ft  String 
quartet  no.  1  (1950)  /  =fr  Lester  Trimble  (Ondine  Quartet) 
4=g  (22:01)  -  =H  String  quartet  no.  4  (1986-1990)  /=j=r  Irwin 
Swack  (Sierra  Quartet)  =fg  (27:40). 


In  addition,  there  are  two  new  indicators.  The  second 
indicator  will  show  if  the  contents  note  has  been  enhanced 
in  this  way.  The  first  indicator  8  will  suppress  the  print 
constant  (e.g.,  Contents,  Partial  contents)  for  the  field.  This 
will  be  used  in  very  long  contents  notes  where  the  505  field 
must  be  repeated  to  record  the  entire  contents  of  an  item. 
In  this  way,  only  the  first  505  would  have  a  print  constant. 


The  other  significant  proposal  for  music  librarians  is  92-17. 
This  proposal  allows  the  manufacturer's  catalog  number  for 
video  recordings  to  be  placed  in  an  indexed  field.  By  using 
a  first  indicator  value  of  4  in  the  028  field,  the  data  will  be 
tagged  as  a  video  recording  catalog  number.  This  will  aid 
in  the  acquisition  of  video  recordings  as  well  as  help 
catalogers  identify  video  recordings  when  searching 
databases  for  cataloging  copy. 


After  the  USMARC  Advisory  Group  approves  a  proposal 
(as  they  did  for  92-15  and  92-17),  it  is  returned  to  the  LC 
MARC  for  final  approval.  Once  this  is  granted,  the 
changes  become  an  official  part  of  the  format  and  systems 
are  free  to  implement  the  changes.  It  will  be  several 
months  before  national  utilities  and  local  systems  will  begin 
to  implement  these  changes.

PROPOSAL  #1 

Article  Vll.l.b. 

The  present  statement: 

The  Program  Committee  shall  be  chaired  by  the  Vice-Chairperson. 

The  proposed  amendment: 

The  Program  Committee  shall  be  chaired  by  the  Vice-Chairperson.  The  committee  shall  consist  of  three  additional 
members  who  are  appointed  by  the  Chairperson  on  a  rotational  basis,  each  serving  all/2  year  (i.e.  three-meeting) 
term.  The  composition  of  the  committee  must  reflect  the  interests  of  both  technical  and  public  services  for  both 
public  and  academic  library  sectors.
